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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to BPAI Decision 
In the decision by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) mailed 2/7/06, 
the rejections of claims 26-3 1 were reversed. The following action is a response to the decision 
rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) mailed 2/7/06. Claims 26-31 
are pending in the application and are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 26-3 1 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 
Claim 26: 

In the decision mailed 2/7/06, the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences stated that 
the Examiner's reliance on the combined teachings of Halvorson and Kraslavsky et al. for a 
correlation between drug codes and drug data does not teach or fairly suggest "a correlation 
between the drug type codes and the printer codes" of Applicant's invention. 

The closest prior art of record Halvorson and Kraslavsky et al. does not teach or fairly 
suggest, "altering means for altering said correlation between the drug type codes and the printer 
codes in response to a signal entered through said input device". More specifically, the prior art 
does not specifically teach or suggest, "a correlation between the drug type codes and the printer 
codes" (see: page 6, BPAI decision). 

Because the prior art does not teach or disclose the above features in the specific manner 
and combinations recited in independent claim 26, and as further indicated by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences, claim 26, is hereby deemed to be allowable. 
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Originally numbered claims 27-3 1 are dependent on originally numbered claim 26, and 
therefore incorporate the allowable features of originally numbered claim 26, through 
dependency. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

In related art (W095/29455) Fillingane teaches a portable hand-held drug prescription 
printing apparatus and method. 

In related art ("Network management (An issue companies can't ignore")) Tom Venetis 
discusses Markvision software that allows managers to manage print jobs at the file server and 
remotely change printer setting fi-om a single console over a network. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to Applicant's 
disclosure as background material and is not of particular significance. These prior art patents 
fail to teach or fairly suggest a drug preparation order system for use with a drug preparation 
order sheet including a correlation between the drug type codes and the printer codes.
